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Buildings 
receive  new 
names 


Northwestern's  Stu- 
dent Union  Build- 
ing and  a  dormi- 
tory utilized  by  students  in 
the  Louisiana  Scholars' 
College  were  recently 
renamed  in  memory  of 
two  former  Natchitoches 
Parish  legislators. 

The  Student  Un- 
ion was  dedicated  in 
memory  of  Sylvan  Fried- 
man who  served  for  20 
years  in  the  Louisiana 
Senate  and  eight  years  in 
the  House  of  Representa- 
tives. 

Formerly  Loui- 
siana Hall,  the  dormitory 
was  named  in  honor  of 
Curtis  Boozman,  Sr.  who 
served  two  terms  in  the 
Louisiana  House. 

Dedication  cere- 
monies were  held  April 
14  beginning  with  a  re- 
ception for  the  Fried- 
man and  Boozman  fami- 
lies in  the  Orville  Han- 
chey  Art  Gallery  of  the 
Fine  Arts  Building.  Fol- 
lowing the  reception,  a 
dedication  program  and 


open  house  of  the  two 
buildings  was  held.  In  ad- 
dition to  Friedman  and 
Boozman  family  mem- 
bers, in  attendance  were 
several  former  and  cur- 
rent state  and  local  elect- 
ed officials. 

Large  oil  paintings 
of  Friedman  and  Booz- 
man were  unveiled  during 
the  dedication  ceremo- 
nies. The  portraits  — 
painted  by  Natchitoches 
artist  James  Thorn  — 
were  placed  at  main 
entrances  of  the  Friedman 
Student  Union  and  Booz- 
man Hall. 

Northwestern 
President  Robert  Alost 
said,  "Sen.  Friedman  and 
Rep.    Boozman    made 


enormous  contributions 
to  Northwestern  and 
Natchitoches  Parish  dur- 
ing their  years  of  public 
service  ...  A  university 
can  pay  no  greater  tribute 
to  individuals  than  to 
name  buildings  in  their 
honor.  The  dedication  of 
these  facilities  at  North- 
western will  help  perpetu- 
ate the  memories  and 
achievements  of  two  dis- 
tinguished members  of 
the  legislature  from 
Natchitoches  Parish." 

The  Board  of 
Trustees  for  Louisiana 
Colleges  and  Universities 
granted  approval  for  nam- 
ing the  buildings  in 
memory  of  the  former 
legislators.

and  Sam  Friedman 

unveil  the  portrait 

of  Sylvan  Friedman. 
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Friedman  was  in- 
strumental in  obtaining 
funding  for  numerous 
programs  and  facilities  at 
Northwestern,  including 
the  Student  Union  Build- 
ing. Completed  in  1966, 
the  three-story,  71,000 
square-foot  building 
houses  a  cafeteria,  book- 
store, ballroom,  specialty 
food  areas,  meeting 
rooms,  offices  and  other 
facilities  and  is  com- 
plemented by  outdoor 
patio  areas. 

The  only  individu- 
al in  the  history  of  Natch- 
itoches Parish  to 
serve  seven  con- 
secutive terms  in 
the  legislature, 
Friedman  was  elect- 
ed to  the  House  of 
Representatives  in 
1944  and  served 
until  1952,  when  he 
was  elected  to  the 
Louisiana  Senate 
through  1972. 

Friedman, 
who  died  in  1979, 
held   public   office 


for  36  years.  Before  his 
election  to  the  legislature, 
he  was  a  member  of  the 
Natchitoches  Parish 
Police  Jury  for  two  terms. 
A  farmer,  cattle- 
man and  businessman, 
Friedman  held  positions 
of  leadership  in  business, 
professional,  civic, 
charitable  and  educational 
organizations.  He  was  a 
director  of  Peoples  Bank 
and  Trust  Company  and 
Progressive  Savings  and 
Loan  Company  and  a 
member  of  the  Red  River 
Waterways  Commission. 


Southern  Regional  Edu- 
cational Board  and  Love- 
ly Louisiana  Tourist 
Association. 

Boozman  served 
in  the  Louisiana  House 
from  1952  until  1956  and 
from  1960  to  1964.  Loui- 
siana Hall  was  completed 
in  1963  while  he  was  in 
office. 

Completely  reno- 
vated last  summer  at  the 
cost  of  some  $700,000, 
the  three-story,  40,000 
square-foot  dormitory  is 
utilized  by  female  stu- 
dents in  the  new  Loui- 


siana Scholars'  College 
and  Northwestern.  It 
accommodates  180 
students. 

Boozman,  who 
died  in  1979,  was  a 
delegate  to  the  state's 
Constitutional  Revision 
Commission  in  1956.  He 
was  also  a  Democratic 
Committeeman-at-large 
from  1932  until  1936. 

A  World  War  I 
veteran.  Boozman  was 
active  in  veterans'  affairs. 
He  was  the  local  com- 
mander of  the  Veterans  of 
World  War  I  and  first  vice 
commander  of  the 
American  Legion. 
Gordon  Peters  Post 
No.  10. 

Boozman 
was  active  in  a 
number  of  civic  ac- 
tivities and  received 
several  awards  for 
public  service,  in- 
cluding the  Mike 
Gehr  Blue  Cap 
Award  presented  by 
the  American 
Legion.

between  NSU  and  the 
nationally-famous  Horse 
Cave  Theatre  in 
Kentucky. 

After  completing 
its  13th  summer  season  in 
south-central  Kentucky, 
Horse  Cave  Theatre 
director  Warren  Ham- 
mack,  a  26-year  veteran

fall    season.    Hammack 


will  serve  as  director. 

Usually.  Ham- 
mack  said,  a  repertory 
theater  company  will 
present  different  shows  on 
Friday  night,  Saturday 
afternoon  and  night,  and 
Sunday  afternoon. 

The  productions 
announced  for  the  com- 
pany's first  season  are 
"Noises  Off."  a  farce  by 
Michael  Frayn;  "I'm  not 
Rappaport,"  a  comedy  by 
Herb  Gardner;  "Anna 
Christie."  a  drama  by 
Eugene  O'Neill;  and 
"Romeo  and  Juliet,"  the 
classic  tragedy  by  William 
Shakespeare. 

In  addition  to  the 
four  shows  presented  in 
rotation,  Hammack  said  a 
special  Christmas  produc- 
tion  would  be  staged  as  an 
added  seasonal  attraction 
of  the  Natchitoches 
Christmas  Festival.

Theatre  as  a  company  in 
residence  each  fall  at 
Northwestern  is  expected 
to  be  an  added  bonus  for 
students  enrolled  at  NSU 
and  the  Louisiana  School 
for  Math,  Science  and  the 
Arts.  Students  will  not 
only  make  professional 
contacts  but  will  also  be 
able  to  participate  in  the 
Horse  Cave  Theatre. 

"These  students 
have  also  been  invited  to 
participate  in  the  Horse 
Cave  Theatre's  summer 
season  in  Kentucky,  serv- 
ing as  apprentices."  Ham- 
mack said. 

One  of  the  most 
important  benefits  of  the 
Louisiana  Repertory 
Theatre  will  be  the 
educational  outreach  pro- 
gram directed  toward 
students  in  12  northwest 
and  central  Louisiana 
parishes. 

Students  from  this 
12-parish  area  will  be 
invited  to  attend  special 
matinee  performances  of 
the  Shakespeare  produc- 
tion. In  addition,  proles 
sional  actors  from  the 
Louisiana  Repertory 
Theatre  company  will 
conduct  in-service  work- 
shops for  teachers  prior  to 
then  students'  attendance 
at  a  performance. 


Work  on  develop- 
ing a  repertory  theater  in 
Louisiana  began  five 
years  ago  when  North- 
western President  Robert 
Alost,  who  was  at  the 
time  director  of  the  Loui- 
siana School  for  Math. 
Science  and  the  Arts,  dis- 
cussed the  possibility  with 
a  consultant  for  the  Horse 
Cave  Theatre.  Not  onlj 
would  such  a  venture 
expand  the  season  of  the 
HCT.  it  will  also  serve  to 
broaden  the  scope  and 
offerings  of  the  theater 
arts  in  Louisiana. 

In  1984  the  Horse 
Cave  Theatre  production 
of  Sallie  Bingham's 
"Paducah"  was  brought  to 
Northwestern  after  its 
premier  at  Horse  Cave. 
The  show  later  moved  to 
off-Broadway  in  New 
York,  with  Tammy 
Grimes  and  Carrie  Nye 
as  its  stars. 

The  first  resource 
committee  meeting  for 
the  theater  met  in  Natch- 
itoches in  mid-March  to 
instigate  construction 
plans  and  performance 
schedules.  Among  those 
in  attendance  were  Rex 
Reed,  motion  picture  crit- 
ic; Robert  Harling.  author 
of  "Steel  Magnolias"; 
Lois  Breaux.  wife  of 
Louisiana  Senator  John 
Breaux;  Hammack  and 
Alost. 

The  establishment 
of  a  professional  theater 
company  in  residence,  is 
a  first  for  Northwestern 
and  Louisiana.  The  Loui- 
siana Repertory  Theatre 
company  in  residence  at 
Northwestern  will  provide 
quality  theater  for  the 
citizens  of  this  area  and

ment to  student  artists  and 
a  wide  variety  of  educa- 
tional programs.

Although  no  official 
announcement  had  been 
made,  movie  officials 
have  been  in  contact  with 
numerous  local  residents 
and  businesses  for  possi- 
ble film  settings.

by  Harling,  class  of  1973, 
first  appeared  at  one  of 
New  York's  leading  off- 
Broadway  houses.  On  its 
opening,  Harling 's  play 
gathered  positive  com- 
ments and  the  attention  of 
theater  critics.  It  also  cap- 
tured the  attention  of 
theaters  as  far  away  as 
London,  Los  Angeles, 
Chicago  and  Atlanta. 

The  original  play 
is  set  in  the  fictional  town 
of  Chinquapin,  La.  The 
story  features  six  women 
and  their  strengths.  The 
play  is  based  on  the 
author's  sister  and  mother 
and  composite  characters 
from  Natchitoches. 
Although  the  play  is  a 
comedy,  it  also  contains 
tragedy  —  based  on  the 
death  of  Harling's  sister. 

Whitehead  said 
the  setting  of  the  movie, 
title  "The  Four  Seasons," 
will  be  in  the  present.  The 
movie,  which  is  set  in  a 
beauty  parlor  and  based 
on  the  life  of  a  mother 
and  daughter,  will  star 
Sally  Fields  as  the  mother 
and  Meg  Ryan  as  the 
daughter.  Dolly  Parton 
has  also  signed  for  the 
part  of  a  beautician. 

Whitehead  said 
there  is  some  speculation 
that  Best  Supporting 
Actress  winner  Olympia 
Dukakis    and    Shirley 


MacLaine  may  also  sign. 

According  to 
Whitehead,  the  filming  of 
the  movie  will  run  for 
about  10  to  12  weeks.  The 
set  dates  are  from  July  5 
until  about  Sept.  15.  The 
movie  calls  for  the  re-en- 
actment of  the  Christmas 
Lights  Festival  which  will 
take  place  in  August  or 
September. 

According  to 
Mayor  Joe  Sampite,  the 
Christmas  lights  would  be 
hung  earlier  than  usual 
and  the  entire  festival 
would  be  staged  at  the 
expense  of  the  movie 
company.  The  lights 
would  remain  up  for  the 
regularly  scheduled 
Natchitoches  Christmas 
Festival  the  first  weekend 
in  December. 

Whitehead  said 
the  production  team  has 
set  up  an  office  on  North- 
western's  campus  in  the 
PE.  Majors'  Building.  If 
the  producers  definitely 
choose  Natchitoches,  they 
will  use  the  building  for 
art  work  and  to  construct 
sound  stages.  The  Los 
Angeles  based  company 
will  pay  all  costs. 

Whitehead  said 
Andy  Stone,  assistant 
producer  for  the  movie 
came  on  a  preliminary 
visit  to  Natchitoches 
March  29-30.  A  second 


trip  to  Natchitoches  took 
place  April  8-9  when 
Stone  was  accompanied 
by  Herbert  Ross,  director, 
and  Gene  Callahan, 
production  designer. 
Since  that  time,  the  com- 
pany has  made  several 
trips  to  Natchitoches. 

Whitehead  said, 
"The  group  was  particu- 
larly impressed  with  the 
cooperation  of  Mayor 
Sampite  and  President 
Alost." 

President  Robert 
Alost  offered  the  use  of 
university  facilities  to  the 
crew.  Whitehead  said  the 
university  plays  a  large 
role  in  attracting  the 
production  company  to 
Natchitoches.  North- 
western offers  such  facil- 
ities as  location  for 
interior  sound  work. 

If  the  company 
selects  Natchitoches,  it  is 
estimated  that  $2.5  mil- 
lion will  be  pumped  into 
the  economy. 

The  official  deci- 
sion of  the  filming  loca- 
tion should  be  announced 
soon.  In  the  meantime, 
residents  and  business- 
men are  keeping  their 
fingers  crossed  that  Ray 
Stark  Productions  will 
select  the  oldest  settle- 
ment of  the  Louisiana 
Purchase  as  the  filming 
site.

Of  the  107  mem- 
bers in  the  Louisiana 
Sports  Hall  of  Fame.

This  year's  induc- 
tion will  increase  mem- 
bership in  the  Hall  of 
Fame  to  118.  The  Hall  of 
Fame  is  considered  to  be 
the  highest  honor  avail- 
able to  Louisiana  coaches 
and  athletes  by  the  Loui- 
siana Sports  Writers 
Association. 

Few      induction 
programs  have  featured  a 
more    impressive    col- 
lection   of    honorees 
Bradshaw    guided    the 
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Pittsburgh  Steelers  to  four 
Super  Bowl  champion- 
ships. Manning  was  Play- 
er of  the  Year  and  Most 
Valuable  Player  in  the  Na- 
tional Football  Confer- 
ence in  1978  while 
quarterbacking  the  Saints 
and  playing  in  two  Pro 
Bowls. 

Davis  made  99.4 
percent  of  his  extra  points 
in  11  years  as  a  kicker  in 
the  NFL.  His  career 
punting  average  of  44.6 
was  second  on  the  all- 
time  NFL  list  at  the  time 
of  his  retirement.  He 
played  on  the  1958  LSU 
team  coached  by  Dietzel 
that    won    the    national 


championship.  In  seven 
years  as  coach  at  LSU, 
Dietzel  guided  the  Tigers 
to  an  18-game  winning 
streak  and  three  finishes 
in  the  top  three  in  the 
nation. 

Hayes  was  the 
Sporting  News'  college 
basketball  Player  of  the 
Year  at  Houston  in  1968. 
He  was  later  All-NBA  six 
times  and  played  in  12 
NBA  All-Star  games. 
Reigel.  who  led  McNeese 
to  a  50-15  record  in  two 
years,  was  the  nation's  top 
collegiate  basketball 
scorer  as  a  senior  with  a 
33.9  average.  Procell  is 
the    nation's    top    high 


school  basketball  scorer 
of  all  time.  He  had  a  37.2 
per  game  average  at 
Ebarb  High. 

Milburn  was  the 
Olympic  Games  high 
hurdles  gold  medalist  in 
1972  at  Munich  after  an 
All-America  career  at 
Southern.  He  was  named 
Most  Outstanding  Athlete 
in  the  World  in  1971. 
Davenport  competed  in 
four  Olympic  games  and 
at  one  time  held  the 
Olympic  record  in  the 
high  hurdles.  He  won  the 
gold  medal  in  the 
120-yard  high  hurdles  in 
the  1968  Olympic  Games 
in  Mexico  City. 


Richard  pitched  in 
the  major  leagues  for  15 
years  and  had  1,498 
strikeouts  in  1,606 
innings.  He  led  the 
National  League  in  ERA 
in  1979  with  2.71  and  set 
a  modern  league  record 
for  most  strikeouts  by  a 
righthander  in  a  season 
with  313  in  292  innings. 
Fant,  head  coach  at 
Northeast  for  22  years, 
had  18  consecutive  win- 
ning seasons.  His  North- 
east teams  won  eight 
conference  champion- 
ships, or  district  title,  and 
12  tournament  champi- 
onships.

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Stephens  goes  in  first 
round  to  Patriots 


John  Stephens,  North  - 
western's  all-time 
leading  rusher,  end- 
ed one  football  career  and 
began  another  after  being 
chosen  by  the  NFLs  New 
England  Patriots  in  the 
first  round  of  the  draft  on 
April  24. 

Stephens,  who 
was  the  17th  pick  overall, 
was  the  second  running 
back  taken,  behind 
UCLA's  Gaston  Green, 
who  went  to  the  Los 
Angeles  Rams  as  the  13th 
overall  selections. 

"I'm  relieved  that 
it's  over  —  that  I  know 
where  I'm  going," 
Stephens  said  afterward. 
"I  still  don't  think  that  it 
has  all  sunken  in  yet." 

Stephens  admitted 
being  surprised  when 
New  England  head  coach 
Raymond  Berry  called 
him  minutes  before  the 
Patriots,  8-7  in  1987, 
selected.  "They  hadn't 
shown  a  lot  of  interest  in 
me  —  I  thought  for  sure 
that  I  was  going  to  Pitts- 
burgh on  the  next  pick." 
The  Steelers  had  shown 
more  interest  in  Stephens 
than  perhaps  any  other 
team  and  had  the  18th 
pick  in  the  draft. 

"I'm  happy  about 
going  to  New  England," 
Stephens  said.  "I  don't 
want  to  go  where  there 
was  a  losing  situation. 
The  Patriots  had  a  win- 


ning record  last  year  and 
went  to  the  Super  Bowl  a 
couple  years  back,  so 
they  know  what  it  takes  to 
get  there." 

New  England 
Director  of  player  person- 
nel Dick  Steinberg  com- 
mented that  "anytime  you 
get  a  big  back  who  can  do 
anything,  it's  very 
difficult  not  to  take  him. 
John  can  run  inside,  he 
can  run  outside,  he 
catches  the  ball  well,  he 
blocks,  he's  played  both 
fullback  and  halfback  and 
has  returned  kick-offs." 

Steinberg  con- 
tinued saying,  "The  value 
is  there  (at  running  back). 
This  will  give  us  a  bunch 
of  young  backs.  It's  a  vul- 
nerable position.  Even  if 
they  all  stay  healthy,  it's 
great  to  have  fresh  legs  to 
roll  in  and  out  of  there. 
He's  a  very  good  choice 
for  us  because  it's  a  posi- 
tion that  you  can  never 
have  too  many  players." 

Northwestern 
State  head  coach  Sam 
Goodwin  said  "we're  (the 
NSU  coaching  staff)  real- 
ly happy  for  John.  We 
were  hopeful  that  he'd  go 
in  the  first  round.  We 
thought  that  he  could  go 
in  the  top  10,  but  realisti- 
cally 14  through  20.  But 
to  be  the  first  I-AA  play- 
er drafted  and  the  17th 
overall  is  quite  an  honor 
for      him      and      has 


brought  NSU  lots  of  pub- 
licity  and  made  us 
proud." 

Like  Stephens, 
Goodwin  was  surprised 
when  it  was  the  Patriots 
picking  when  the  appoint- 
ed time  came.  "They  had 
a  scout  in  here  about  a 
month  and  a  half  ago,  but 
I  don't  think  that  they 
even  worked  him  out  like 
the  others  did.  Of  course, 
they    saw    him    at    the 


scouting  combine.  They 
(the  Patriots)  drafted 
offensive  people  in  the 
first  few  rounds  and  they 
like  the  ball  control 
offense,  and  I  think  that 
John  will  fit  right  in." 

Stephens  surpass- 
ed the  late  Joe  Delaney  as 
Northwestern's  all-time 
leading  rusher  during  his 
last  game.  The  native  of 
Springhill,  La.,  tallied 
3,057    yards    on    653 
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Stephens  Cont. 

attempts  during  his  career 
and  scored  23  touch- 
downs. 

In  the  NFL,  he'll 
be  joining  five  other 
former  Demons.  Line- 
backer Gary  Reasons  and 
receiver  Odessa  Turner 
both  line  up  for  the  New 
York  Giants  while  Mark 
Duper  is  a  former  all-pro 
with  the  Miami  Dolphins. 
Quarterback  Bobby 
Hebert  took  the  New 
Orleans  Saints  to  their 
first  ever  winning  season 
and  a  spot  in  the  playoffs 
in  1987  and  Robert  Moore 
was  a  16-game  starter  for 
the  Atlanta  Falcons. 


Winning  record  disappointing 
for  coach 


In    some    cases,    a 
winning        record 
doesn't  bring  a  smile 
to  a  manager's  face. 

At  least,  not  to  the 
lips  of  the  Lady  Demon 
chief  Rickey  McCalister, 
who  frowned  when 
reflecting  upon  his  team's 
25-24  final  worksheet, 
including  a  6-7.  fourth 
place  finish  in  the  South- 
land Conference. 

Northwestern's 
performance  in  its  last 
game  of  the  SLC  tourna- 
ment was  typical  of  what 
happened  all  year  long: 
Northwestern  scored  10 
runs,  committed  seven 
errors,  and  lost  the  season 
finale  to  Southwest  Texas 
State,  11-10. 

"I  was  expecting 
that  we'd  be  way  above 
.500  this  year." 
McCalister  said  after 
completing  his  second 
tour  of  duty.  "We  just 
never  got  it  all  together. 
When  we  received  good 
pitching,  we  didn't  get 
good  hitting  or  defense. 
When  we  got  good 
defense,  we  didn't  get  am 
good  pitching  or  hitting. 
When  we  hit.  we  had  no 
defense  or  pitching."  The 
combinations  oi  medi- 
ocrity. 

Another  item  on 
McCalister's  mediocrity 
list  was  errors  —  the  kind 
committed  in  the  Held  and 
the  type  made  in  the 
mind.  "We  only  had  90 
last  \ear  and  close  to  120 


(117)  this  year.  That's  ter- 
rible. And  if  you  could 
add  mental  errors  onto  the 
stat  sheet,  we'd  be  close 
to  triple  digits  in  that  area 
as  well."  McAlister 
moaned. 

McCalister  doesn't 
lose  all  hope,  however, 
when  looking  ahead  to 
1989.  "We  just  have  to  get 
a  good  start  in  the  fall, 
bring  in  some  new  kids  to 
replace  the  seniors  that 
we're  losing,  and  go  from 
there." 

The  Lady  Demons 
return  five  of  their  top 
seven  hitters  and  must 
find  replacements  at  first 
base,  catcher,  leftfield  and 
centerfield.  Sonja  Olsen. 
the  squad's  top  hitter  with 
a  .274  average,  is  just  a 
freshman  and  with  three 
more  campaigns  similar 
to  the  one  she  enjoyed  in 
1988,  could  rewrite  the 
Northwestern  record 
book.  Her  45  hits  were 
the  most  ever  by  a  first 
year  player  and  rank  third 
on  the  Northwestern  all- 
time  season  hit  list. 

Olsen  will  be 
flanked  in  the  infield  by 
second  baseman  Michelle 
Efferson  (.237  batting 
average,  22  hits  injusl  30 
games)  and  thial  baseman 
Tammy  Mros  (.257  bat- 
ting average.  27  rbi's). 
first  baseman  Jeanne 
DiVittorio.  a  four  year 
starter,  finished  up  her 
career  in  fine  fashion, 
knocking  in  31  runs  this 


year  and  compiling  a  .353 
slugging  percentage. 

Rightfielder  Val 
Salter  came  on  like  gang- 
busters  in  1988.  matching 
her  hit  total  compiled  dur- 
ing the  first  two  years  of 
her  career  (32)  and  driv- 
ing home  17  runs  while 
compiling  a  .242  batting 
average.  Missing  from  the 
green  grass  in  1989  will 
be  a  pair  of  four  year 
starters  in  centerfielder 
Ginger  Craig  and  left  out 
Tracy  Foshee.  That  duo 
rank  one-two  as  the  all- 
time  hit  leaders  at  North- 
western. Craig,  who'll 
someday  be  inducted  into 
Northwestern's  Graduate 
"N"  Club  Hall  of  Fame, 
ripped  173  hits  during  her 
career  and  Foshee  added 
154  safeties.

Patel  was 
16-6  in  her  first  year,  as 
was  Stephanie  Cloutier. 
Paterson  ended  with  a 
16-5  mark,  and  Sara 
Jones  was  14-8. 

The  doubles  teams 
of  Patel/Paterson  had  the 
season's  best  record,  los- 
ing only  once  in  18 
matches.  Tons/Fitzwil- 
liam  were  14-5,  and 
Cloutier/Jones  finished 
at  13-6. 

The  Lady  Demons 
finished  with  a  12-5  over- 
all mark,  after  winning 
their  first  five  matches  of 
the  season. 

The  1989  squad 
will  be  comprised  of  five 
members  from  the  1988 
roster.  Only  Stephanie 
Cloutier  will  be  lost  to 
graduation.  Tons  and 
Fitzwilliam  will  be 
seniors,  Jones,  a  junior, 
and  Patel  and  Paterson 
will  be  sophomores. 
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Track  teams  take  fourth, 
seventh  in  SLC 


Northwestern 
State  traek  coach 
Leon  Johnson 
isn't  one  who  gives  credit 
where  it  isn't  due,  which 
helps  explain  why  he 
wasn't  passing  out  many 
plaudits  following  the 
Demon  and  Lady  Demon 
efforts  at  the  Southland 
Conference  track  and 
field  championships. 

The  men  wound 
up  in  fourth  place,  a  full 
25  points  behind  third 
place  Texas-Arlington. 
Northeast  Louisiana  took 
home  its  second  SLC  out- 
door championship  in  as 
many  years,  finishing 
ahead  of  Southwest  Texas 
State. 

"I  was  disappoint- 
ed with  our  men,"  John- 
son said.  "All  of  our 
planning  had  gone  into 
peaking  at  the  conference 
meet,  and  individually  we 
did  not  have  many  great 
performances." 

"No  one  let 
down,"  Johnson  con- 
tinued, "Except  for 
Jamie  (Horn)  false 
starting  in  the  110 
meter  hurdles  and 
Keith  Armond  not 
qualifying  for  the 
finals  in  the  discus. 
We  just  did  not  have 
the  super  perfor 
mances  that  we  need 
ed  to  have  a  shot  at 
winning.  We  just  did 


what  we've  been  doing." 
Northwestern  did 
record  three  first  place 
efforts.  Al  Edwards  sped 
to  a  10.47  victory  in  the 
100  meter  dash  and  Brian 
Brown  topped  the  7-3 '4 
level  in  the  high  jump. 
Northwestern's  400  meter 
relay  team  turned  in  its 
best  time  of  the  season  af- 
ter whipping  around  the 
oval  in  39.70. 

"Al  (Edwards)  ran 
a  great  race  for  70  meters 
and  then  tightened  up  and 
did  not  finish  strong," 
Johnson  said  of  his  100 
meter  champion.  "Brian 
jumped  well  and  was  over 
at  7-6  but  his  timing 
wasn't  good." 

"The  relay  team 
didn't  run  extremely 
well."  Johnson  continued. 
"They  had  a  decent  time 
but  individually,  we  can 
run  better.  We  didn't  han- 
dle the  baton  as  well  as 


we're  going  to  have  to 
down  the  road." 

One  trackster  that 
Johnson  was  happy  with 
was  400  meter  man 
Charles  Wood.  "If  I  had 
to  pick  out  one  perfor- 
mance that  went  beyond 
our  expectations,  then  it 
was  Charles'  performance 
in  the  open  400  and  in  the 
mile  relay." 

Wood,  a  fresh- 
man, took  sixth  in  the  400 
and  ran  a  leg  on  the 
Demon  mile  relay  squad 
that  finished  second.  He 
qualified  for  the  Junior 
Nationals  in  the  400 
meter  dash. 

Northwestern  lost 
valuable  points  after 
Horn,  the  odds  on  favorite 
to  win  the  110  meter  hur- 
dles, was  disqualified  for 
false  starting.  Llewellyn 
Starks.  an  Olympic  Trials 
and  NCAA  qualifier  in 
the  long  jump,  scratched 


from  that  event  after  pull- 
ing a  hamstring  in  the 
preliminaries  of  the  100 
meter  dash. 

Other  Demons 
turning  in  commendable 
performances  included 
Ronald  Wilkins  in  the  half 
mile  (1:51:55).  Eric  Lee. 
who  finished  a  surprising 
second  in  the  110  hurdles. 
Lawrence  Chatman.  third 
place  in  the  400  meter 
dash  (47.14).  and  Edgar 
Cooper,  who  placed  in 
both  the  100  meter  dash 
(10.63.  fifth)  and  200 
meter  dash  (21.05. 
fourth). 

Paul  Oenbrink 
wound  up  third  in  the  dis- 
cus, an  event  ruined  by 
rain.  Brent  Brown  took 
fifth  in  the  javelin  (197-4) 
and  Leon  Carr's  52-9  V* 
effort  in  the  shot  put  was 
also  a  fifth  place  finish. 
For  the  North- 
western women,  no  first 
place  finishes  were 
recorded,  although 
Fegg}  Lewis  quali- 
fied for  the  Junior 
Nationals  in  the  shot 
put  after  finishing  se- 
cond (45-4 '.i)  in  that 
event.  Northeast 
Louisiana   also   won 

the  women's  division, 

followed  by  South- 
west Texas  State. 
Stephen  F.  Austin 
and  Texas-Arlington. 
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
